Whenever a request calls for a substantial invest ment of time, 
a "Beque st for Project Approval" ia submitted by the Chief, 

to the director of Basic IntsiUgencs. A recommendation for 
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acceptance of a request Is hassd upon the professional knowledge and 
judgment of the geographic intelligence officer. Among the factors 
considered before a projact is accapted ar* the fallowing: hsvel of 
individual requesting, stated urgency, intended use, scope of requirement, 
capability of producing branch, and the effect on other priority work. A 
particularly important factor la de termining the validity of special requests 
Is the OH contact wlthf |which ie both familiar with the DJD/I 

capability and viewpoint and sully witting of the operational activity 
concerned.
